They sel- 
dom get into accidents but often are the primary 
cause of others meeting with mishaps when they 
have to take chances in passing. 


There is ample legislation to take care of them, 
in the opinion of Philip C. Thibodeau, general mana- 
ger of A.L.A. lle refers to the rules and regulations 
for motor vehicles issued in 1948 by the registry 
which says: 


‘‘No driver shall drive in such a manner as un- 
necessarily to obstruct the normal movement of traf- 
fic upon any highway. Officers are hereby authorized 
to require any driver who fails to comply with this 
section to drive to the side of the roadway and wait 
until such traffic as has been delayed shall pass.”’ 


Mr. Thibodeau further says that during the past 
year only one arrest for ‘‘moping’’ has come to the 
official attention of A.L.A. 


For greater safety on the highways it is hoped 
that the move to eliminate this type of motorist will 
prove successful.
